Air incidents 
cast shadow 
over Athens 
meeting

Repeated Turkish violations 
of Greek air space in the 
Aegean in the past week pro- 
roked a formal protest to 
Ankara, and also fears that 
such incîdents might sour a 
promising round of Greek- 
Turkish talks which begins in 
Athens tomorrow. 

The ralks, at the level of air 
traffic services. are designed to 
elaborate a system for the 
exchange of flight information 
over the Aegean. Such a system 
should allay some security pre 
occupations, especially on the 
Turkish side. 

Mr Andreas Papandreou, 
leader of Pasok, he main oppo- 
sition party in Greece, callcd 
for a postponement of the 
Athens meeting in view of 
repeated aud * provocative” 
violarions of Greek air space 
by the Turkish Air Force on 
April 8. 

‘The opposition leader pointed. 
out that these violations had 
followed closely a Greek ges- 
ture of goodwill which eased 
the arcess t0 Aegean inter- 
national] air space for Turkish 
military aircraft. “ The Goveru- 
ment does nort seem to have 
learnt the Jesson that conces- 
sions and gestures simply wher 
Turkey’s appetite”, he stated. 

A Grcek Government spokes- 
man confirmed that . Turkish 
military aircraft taking part it 
an exercise bad violated Greek 
air space over the Acgean 
islands on six occasions on 
April 8. In five other instances’ 
they had penetrated the Aegean 
air space which comes .under 
Greek jurisdiction for air 
traffic control purposes, with- 
our submirring flight plans in 
advance. 

On six of these occasions the 
Turkish aircraft had been inter- 
cepted by Greek fighters and 
escorted out of the area, the 
spokesman explaincd. In the 
other five violations there had 
been uno time for interccption. 

‘There has been considerable 
progress in settling the Greek- 
Turkish differcnces oyer 
Aegean air traffic in recent 
monrhs. It was hoped that this 
week's talks in Athens would 
have produced such concrets 
results that when the Greek 
and Turkish Fareign Ministers 
met again iı Rome early fext 
month, they would be able 'to 
announce the elimination of 
this issue from the list of 
Aegean disputes. ' 

The fact thar the Greek Gov- 
eramant refrained from publi- 
cizing these riolations until 
they were disclosed by the 
leader of the Oppositinn sug 
gests that the damage may not 
be irreparable.

Sri Lanka faces 
breakdown in 
power supplies

Colombo, April 12 

With Sri Lanka facing the 
prospect of a complete break. 
down ia power supplies and a 
rotal blackout in a fortnight, 
President Jayewardene today 
took. over the functions of the 
Minister of Power and Energy. 

In the fast few weeks the 
country has umdergone its worst 
power crisis and for the first 
time power cuts are not being 
relaxed even for the Sinhalese 
and Bindu new year holidays 
today and romorrow. 

So far only factories operating 
in the'free trade zone 20 miles 
north of Colombo have been 
exempted from the power Cuts,

No more seductive argument 
could have been put forward for 
West Ham United's superiority 
over, the rest of the second divi 
sion than the manmner of their 
winuing the championship oo Sat- 
urday. A 5—1 wir at Grimsby, 
where the local team themselves 
are contemplaüiog first division 
football, was the seal on a distin- 
guished season. 

With flve games remaining Wesî 
Ham have an 11-point lead over 
Natts County, a margin that, if 
maintained, would almost placo 
them alougside the 1974 Middles- 
brougzh side as a tcam trans» 
parentlv beneath rheir station. 
Middleshrough finished 15 points 
alıead of Luton Towo. They weot 
on to Finish seventh in the first 
dirision the following «season, and 
West Ham may Iook ahead to a 
similar accomplshmeat. 

It was inevitable that the size 
of their lead would create debate 
ou the true merit of tie second 
divislon.

Grecian heritage 
under threat 


From Sir Seren Rurcinn, FB.l 
Sir, Greccz is a poor uuun wirti 
perhùps the greutest conccntratiun 
in the world of monuments that are 
Part of our civilization. The reccnt 
carthquakes haye stressaid the 
immensity of the prublems that the 
‘authcrities there face in the tzsk 
of preserving rhis heritage. 

Tt is encouraging t2 see haw 
much is achieved wih come 
paratively small resources; and ın 
Particular we shovuid be gratcfv]l for 
the careful and we!l-canxiderced 
work thar is no bein deroted to 
the Acropolis of Athens. But 
Gresce conszins more than her 
splendid relics of clussical antiqui 
Tkose of us who Jove thet coi 
lore it also for the incomparahle 
beauty of ils scenery and for the 
towns and villages with their 
churches and monasteries and their 
eld houses built in native styles 
that fir so well into the landccare. 
Now both the scenery and the 
buldinas are being threctened Ey 
indifference or, worse, bv 1 
rate and destructivê exploitaticnu. 

It was thcrzlore heartening tn 
learn, about a year a32o, that u 
Ministry for the Environment hzd 
bcen set up in Arhens to deal with 
problems of ecology andl derelop- 
ment and that a considerable num- 
ber of buildings of historic and 
urtıstic interest and areas of scenic 
beauty had becn fisteJ tn control 
their use. However, it hos hecn 
recently ?nnounced that the list is 
to be drastically reduced. 

The fisting is hichly unpopular, 
Owinz to a shortage cf goverment 
inspector's and an excess of SOVENN- 
mental èùnd municipal bureaux 
Through which an application has 
to pass, the owner ai a listed bulid- 
ing finds it virtually impossible ty 
obtain permission to make auy im- 
provements to it or even {o do 
repairs necessary for its maine 
tenance, Moreover in many areas, 
rates are assessed on the Potential 
value cf the site, not on ths huild- 
Ing: and the cwner can lnrdly he 
blamed for wanting tn replace his 
old house by an office or ?n apart’ 
ment bJock. There are no funds 
available to him for the upkeep of 
a bistoriz building, whereas he can 
easily obtain a loan for the derelop- 
ment of the site. 

Some changes in the regulations 
are certainly needed, to simoiif’ 
procedure. und te offer some fina» 
cial aid, or compensaticn to ths 
owners of listed property, It wil! hz 
tragic if the lists are to be eroded 
and there is to be a return to the 
free-for-all development mania 
which has already turned roo .many 
Greek cities into jungle, of jerry: 
built ‘concrete and has cryered all 
too much of rhe coastline with 
garish villas and arrorphaus hotels. 

Let us hope that the Minister for 
the Environment and his callsarucs 
are nat deliberately going tû lock 
the other way while the vetutal and 
the tradiüonal beauty of Greece is 
destroyed.

exhaustively studied as a work of 
art ; ir demands equal research far 
the material that ir contains ûn the 
social scene—then and now. 
Euripides's work contains a 
detailed description of states of 
possession in the dionysiac cult. 
Hippocrates’s description of the 
Sacred Disease contains far Jess 
clinical material. From a medical 
analysis of Euripides’s drama it can 
be readily seen that the divine sub- 
stances that Dionysus offered or 
forced oun his votaries or victims 
were hallucinogens and other drugs. 
There is yet a further spin-off 
for doctors ir the study of the 
writings on Bucchae. The claim for 
psychoanalytical theory as explain- 
ing irrational behaviour can 
shown to be quite misplaced here. 
The pos<ibiliry that the theory is 
equally obscuranüst in other situa’ 
tions must be re-examined.

Hawever, though the lay of 
charity is slûwly' edging forward ibs 


prosress is in<ecure and ft is 
riddled wirh anomalies, even by 
conservative standards. For 


example, very many peaple would 
agree that it is too rigid in its 
exelusian of political activity, so 
cutting our Amnêsty' International ; 
and it is not sufficiently sensitive 
to the actual value of the religious 
„beliefs fr countenances, so allowing 
the Moonies. Charity law certainly 
needs overhaul and modernization. 
Many would say it needs a' more 
profound re-think.

But it should not 
be seen purely as a safety valve, 
a tactic for postponing action.

This 
accumulation of resentment and 
frustration is much more impor- 
tant than what the police may or 
may not have been allered to 
have done on Friday or Satur- 
day. The bikgest social poison is 
undoubtedly uremployment and 
perhaps Brixton will end the 
myth that unemployment is 
being accepted in Britain witli 
Out consequences. But there are 
other points which should give 
this Governmenr particular cCon- 
cern, Ir can hardly be said that 
it has shown much concern. for 
employment opportunities far 
young blacke—or whites, In 
addirion, it has pur throush 
Parliament a Nationality Eil! 
which is regarded by the 
minority communities as being 
racist ; it has failed to make its 
disapproval a< sharp as it might 
of the neo-Nazi groups: and it 
has shown Tittle interest in the 
perplexing problems of racial 


discrimination. Add to these 
perceptions a local council which 
provides insuificient housinr 


and services, and often scems 
uncaring about the needs of the 
community, ard it betins to he 
understood whv Britain, for 
many youre Brixton hblùcks, 
seems 1o have rurntéd against 
them. What we are confronted 
with is not a simply law-and- 
order problem—though order 
must be maintained—but with a 
political and social challenge. 
Policemen can only nick up the 
debris where politics have 
tailed. 

The Home Secretary should 
today announce that he intends 
Io appoint an inquiry, to be held 
in public, with terms of reference 
wide enough to be able to 
ahsorb evidence on the under- 
lying causes of the violence. Of 
course, the inquiry must investî- 
gate rhe events as well. Unless 
that is done, meticulously and 
impartially, myths will take hold 
which will form part of the 
verbal armourv of future rioters.

A stcep rise in fuel bills 
brought about by Sir Geoffrey 
Howe's Budget. has made the 
road transport industry uncom“ 
fortably aware that the thou- 
sands of heavy goodş vehicles 
on the roads of Britain spend 
a third of their time running 
empty. .

In effect, it is an institutional channel for 
private capital which might otherwise be 
uhable to find a suitable small business 
home.

In two ways, however, it falls short of 
the type of financing breakthrough for 
which the Government may have hoped.

Thus, a total of £75 million has keen absorbed in 
1980 almost entirely in respect of the United Kingdom; 
#418 million of this has been for redundancy payments 
and other employee-related costs.
